veterans. 
AH veterans who hav« been issued 
receipts, or told they will not have to 
pay their poll tax for 1923 or years 
subsequent ,to equal those years In 
which they have paid back taxes come 
under thi* ruling, according to Judge 
Stiles and must come in before Feb* 
ruary 5, when the taxes become delin 
quent. 
Some time ago a ruling was made by 
the tax commission all ex-service men 
would be exempt from all back taxes. 
There were many, not only in Jeffer­ 
son county, but in other counties of 
the state who were not effected 
by 
this ruling. 
Judge Stiles, in the interest of these 
veterans, stated he did not know what 
the probate judges ih other counties
